Basques living in Latin Ameri- 
ca are reported to have supplied 
funds for the'chartering of 
several transport ships but the

The arrested men, who 
were drenched by rain, were 
compelled to stand in a small 
room, all night. 

When the arrest became known 
in the morning, Sudeten German 
inhabitants held a protest de- 
monstration outside the building 
of the District Court: and de- 
manded the release of the arrest- 
ed men. 
PROTEST STRIKE 

Sudeten German workers de- 
clared a protest :strike.and shop- 
owners kept their shops closed. 

According, to some reports, no 
fewer than’ 10,000 persons took 
part in the. protest demonstra- 
tion outside the court building.

‘THE PSYCHOLOGY OF BRIDGE 


The psychology of Bridge in: 
volves a study of players, rather than 
hands, and just as hands may be 
classified, players, ‘too, fall naturally 
into categories, 
. In to-day’s article we are taking 
the liberty‘ of presenting a few typi- 
cal Bridge players. We wonder. how 
many of our readers know them. 


The Notrumpist 


The Notrumpist believes that near- 
ly all game hands should be played 
at three notrump,! and furthermore, 
that he has been divinely appointed to 

lay them. At the first opportunity: 
fe bids some number of notrump, and 
irrespective of how often his partner 
takes him‘ out, he is almost certain to 
go back to his favorite declaration. -: 

There'are two types of Notrumpists, 
but both are undesirable partners. 

The first type,. while: bulish about 
his own notrumps, is terribly bearish 


about his partner’s, and, accordingly, 


ff his partner bids notrump, he wi 
take hiny out in. all sorts of ridiculous 
ways in order to find a better. spot. 
The second type is almost as en- 
thusiastic about his-partner’s' notrump 
contracts as his own and while natur- 
ally he is a little disappointed at not 
being able to play the notrump him- 
self, still he will raise.to the limit 
rather than ‘make a proper Takeout.

results with a cautious underbidding

BELGIAN. 
QUAKE FIRES — 


Brussels, To-day. 

_ The earthquake which occurred 
in Belgium on Saturday is now 
known to have caused the death of 
at least three persons. . A large 


number of people were injured.. 

At Ghent, two workers were hit 
by falling bricks. One was so 
seriously injured that he died 
shortly afterwards. In Cruyshatem, 
a building labuurer was killed by 
a collapsing wall. In Mont. St. 
Amand, a panic-stricken inhabitant 
lost his life by running into a 
motorcar. Many houses in Kortryk 
were unroofed by the tremors and 
a man looking out of a window was 
hurled into the street and gravely 
injured. 

The quake was also responsible 
for a number of fires which caused 
considerable damage. In Ghent, 
for instance, a factory building 
was reduced to ashes by a con- 
flagration resulting from a short 
circuit—Trans-Ocean.
